MARVELOUS FOREST OF JULIAN 


GRAND TRIP FOR MOTORISTS 


By J. L. MATTHEWS. 
Julian, in the mountain country of < and there is an unbelievable amount of 


Saii Diego county, was n community of 
10,000 people in the early 70'a. 
Today 
there arc about 150 people there. 
I 
think I should say at the very .outset 
that' this country, situated among the 
big pines, is the most beautiful I have 
ever seen anywhere in California, with 
the exception of the Yosemite valley. 
And I know that to thousands of motor­ 
ists it is an undiscovered country. 


In order to make a study of some 
examples of reforestation, I made a trip 
of throe days with 
County 
Forester 
Stuart J. Flintham of 
Los 
AngeloB 
county, and in going from Los Angelos 
to'this spot in the pine-clad hills the 
machine covered 104 miles. The trip is 
made down the coast up to Ocoanaide 
and then inland to Escondido, and from 
Escondido to 
San Pasqual, 
Bamona, 
"Witch Creek, to Julian, which has an 
elevation of 4200 feet, commanding a 
magnificent view of the Imperial valley 
and the surrounding country of San 
Diego county. I t is in the heart of the 
Cuyamaca mountains. Turning from a 
view of the inland valleys, one ean look 
off to the Coronado islands and more 
than a hundred miles of coastline. Be- 


erosion. 
Tho country, both hill and 
valley, is scarred deeply with the rush 
of unrestricted waters that roar down 
from the heights in the winter. 


For purposes of study from the stand­ 
point of the export forester it is an in­ 
teresting country. In 1909, Mr. Flin­ 
tham planted 1200 acres of eucalyptus 
near Escondido, in the valley and on 
the hillsides, the work being done for 
the L. M. Pratt Eucalyptus company. 
In the intervening space of time tho 
trees have come to 
a 
merchantable 
growth, and we visited a lumber mill 
at Escondido, recently constructed, cost 
ing $25,000. It is already in oporation, 
cutting the gum-tree wood. 
This is a 
significant fact to the thinking mnn 
for if this scheme is carried out on an 
extensive scale, there will be thousands 
of acres of country brought 
into 
Btate of value thnt at tho present time 
is typical of " t h e country which God 
forgot." 


OLD SAVAGE DAYS. 
We dropped down from Julian to a 
place called Campo, which in the days 
of 1800 or thereabouts was the home 
and place of business of the famous 


dences of gold mining are to be soon in 
many places, but in those days there is 
only one mine in operation, owned by 
former

Gage, and 
known as tho Roman Chariot mine. 
It 
was a rich gold country at one time. 


From Campo we followed tho road 
along tho edge of the country 
near 
Lower California, and turned up into 
La Mesa, El Cajon, Lakeside, mid on 
to Bamona. 
This makes a roundabout 
drive that is through a most interesting 
country, and ono that 
any 
motorist 
should become acquainted with. 


Pine Hill Lodge at Julian, whore Miss 
Woodward is in charge, is surrounded 
by a number of little cottages, some of 
them built in the branches of the gigan­ 
tic pines. It is a wholesome, balsamic 
air that you breathe at this spot, and I 
don't know another place in Southern 
California 
so beautiful 
that 
can be 
reached with so little .trouble. All roads 
on tho trip are fairly good. And one sees 
a diversity of scenery in mountain and 
valley, of woods and plains that is re­ 
freshing to the superlative degree. The 
trip is easily made in three days, but if 
time will allow, the visitor should spend 
an indefinite period within the marvel­ 
ous forest of ,1 Lilian.

tious fear. 
The fort and store were at­ 
tacked many times in those 
lawless 
days, -but the Mexicans gave it a wide 
berth after the skeleton incident.

DISASTERS 


Their Rarity Is a Tribute to the 
Skill of Our Seamen. 


THE WRECK OF THE SAGINAW. 


This Catastrophe Brought Into Play tho 
Wonderful 
Ability 
and 
Energy 
of 
Commander 8ieard and Hia Officer* 
and Crew—An Epie of t h e Sea. 


American naval officers are noted for 
tbelr efficiency, 
fearlessness a n d en­ 
ergy not alone in the stress and tur­ 
moil of w a r , b u t also w b e n emergen­ 
cies arise w h e r e a battle with the ele­ 
ments 
m a y b e 
more 
perilous 
than 
would be the heaviest big gun fire of 
an enemy. 


Maritime disasters happily h a v e been 
rare in our naval history. 
Their rarity 
indeed s p e a k s volumes for the skill of 
our navigators, to w h o m negligence or 
incompetence has hardly ever been l m 
puted. 
A t m o s t an overconfidence m a y 
be urged iu one or t w o instances; but. 
generally speaking, our naval 
wrecks 
have been caused by violent convul­ 
sions of nature in her angriest mood or 
from causes over wbicb our naval com­ 
manders bad no control. 


In t h e latter class w a s the wreck of 
the United States steamship 
Saginaw 
on Ocean island in the north 
Pacific 
Oct. 20, 1870. Thlg disaster w a s due to 
faulty charts that did not s h o w t h e ex. 
istence of an outlying reef upon which 
the vessel piled up in the darkness of 
the night. 
Through the energy and 
good s e a m a n s h i p of its commanding of­ 
ficer, 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Mont­ 
gomery Slcard. who realized at once 
that his ship w a s a total loss, every 
soul w a s safely landed, together with 
such stores and provisions as the time 
permitted which elapsed between the 
uccldent a n d the ship's breaking up. 


Without delay he organized a camp 
on shore, establishing and enforcing 
the strictest rules, for upon them de­ 
pended the lives of all concerned. 
Ho 
managed to secure a boiler from the 
wreck, and he converted it into/'a dis­ 
tiller, t h u s obtaining a constant sup­ 
ply of fresh water for drinking. 
It is 
difficult to imagine the sufferings those 
poor fellows would otherwise have un­ 
dergone, since there w a s no potable wa­ 
ter on t h e Island. 


Recognizing the fact that his party 
might be detained many weeks, if not 
months, and that Ocean island w a s a 
breeding ground for sea fowl, b e a t 
once drew a line around b i s camp and 
forbade a n y one crossing it without au­ 
thority, lest tbe birds be scared a w a y 
and the only source of food disappear 
with them. 
,. 


Raids for obtaining e g g s and f o w l s 
were stealthily carried out out a t night 
under specific orders by selected and 
carefully instructed men. I n this man­ 
ner, 
reflecting great credit on Sicard's 
forethought, there w a s never any lack 
of food, such us it was. 


Since the scene of tho disaster w a s 
a thousand miles removed from the or­ 
dinary path of vessels traversing the 
raclflc,'little or n o hopo could be enter­ 
tained of casuul rescue. 
In some w a y 
or other word had to g o to the outside 
world. 
One of tbe Saginaw's boats, 
prepared for this perilous service, w a s 
dispatched under Lieutenant John, O. 
Talbot, with four seamen, to the Ha­ 
waiian Islands, Homo 1,000 miles a w a y 
across a wintry ocean. 
Upon this Blen­ 
des thread hung the salvation of a hun­ 
dred and more men. 


The difficulties, storms and dangers 
encountered, the hardships and suffer­ 
ings endured, make this trip of these 
gallant sailors one of the finest among 
tbe countless epics of the sea. 
Terri­ 
bly exhausted by privation and the 
ceaseless struggle against old ocean's 
fury, their oars all lost In a 
heavy 
gale of wtnd, the boat pushed on under 
sail, only t o be capBlzed by the surf in 
landing on the beach of the island of 
Kauai. 
/ 


It is related that Talbot sighted the 
very last outlying rocky islet of tho 
H a w a i i a n 
group, 
fortunately 
recog­ 
nized by o n e of his crew, and from 
there beat up against the trade w i n d to 
Kuuai. 
H a d be missed this islet, no 
more, in all probability, 
would 
ever 
have 
been 
heard of him, and It is 
equally 
likely that his shipmates on 
Ocean Island might not all have sur­ 
vived until success should crown a sec­ 
ond attempt to communicate with civ­ 
ilization. 


In the overturning of the boat four 
of Its occupants 
were drowned, tbe 
bravo Talbot among tho number. Hap­ 
pily ono s e a m a n got ashore, more than 
half dead, to bring Sicard's dispatch­ 
es to the American 
minister to the 
Sandwich Islands, w h o a t once char­ 
tered a steamer and sailed the s a m e 
day 
to tho relief 
of 
the 
mnrooned 
ship's c o m p a n y of the Saginaw. 
Ex­ 
cept for t b e s a d ending to Talbot's mis­ 
sion, this wreck, however unfortunate 
in itself, is a splendid example of the 
resourcefulness and skill of the Ameri­ 
can naval officer and so may be re­ 
garded with vastly more pride than r e - 
v

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VETERAN OF PERSHING'S DIVISION 
STRONGLY SUPPORTS Y.M.C.A. WORK 


Straight forward indorsement of the 
Y. M. C. A. work in military camps, 
made by First Merges tit Dorley of Ma­ 
chine Gun Compnny, Seventh Califor­ 
nia Infantry, was the convincing state­ 
ment that made the meeting held Hun- 
day afternoon in the. Covina Methodist 
church a success. The approvnl of this 
enlisted man o f ten years of experience 
i n Uncle Sarn's army had more weight 
with the audience than any other ap­ 
peal that was made. 


The meeting was called by County 
Secretary C. A. (turnmcrc o f the Y. M. 
C. A., who was assisted by C. A. Grif­ 
fith, of this valley, and its purpose was 
that o f financing the Y. M. C. A. work 
in military camp and field. Ministers o f 
the Presbyterian, Christian, Baptist and 
Methodist churches lent their weight to 
the meeting, and it was attended by 
former soldiers of the Spanish-American 
war, the Civil war, by members o f the 
present home guard associations o f Co­ 
vina, Azusa, Olcndora, Han Dimas, Bald­ 
win Park, West Covina, and Puento, 
and by Covina merchants and citizens, 
all numbering about JJ!50 o f the leading 
men of the valley. 
The meeting was 
arranged entirely for men. 


On n platform decorated with many 
American flags, the various organiza­ 
tions were represented, and the meeting 
was presided over by President II. A. 
Miller of tho Covina chamber of com­ 
merce. 
Principnl B. I.. Easton of the 
Lark Kllen school opened the exercises 
with bugle calls on his cornet, followed 
by the hymn, "Onward Christian Sol­ 
diers," by the audience. 
Henry L 
Marshall sang Kllen Beach Ynw's "Cal­ 
ifornia," and "The Star-Hpnngled Ban­ 
ner" was very effectively rendered by 
Mrs. 
Marshall, who appeared at a dra­ 
matic moment in Rod Cross uniform, 
carrying the American flag. 


Sergennt Dorley, who waH detniled to 
attend tho meeting by his commanding 
officer, Colonel Ifutchins of tho Seventh 
Bcgimont, stated that he was not pros- 
«nt for the purpose o f qualifying as an 
orator, but that he was personally glad 
t o bo able to say something strong in 
prniso o f tho work o f tho Y. M. C. A. 
among tho soldiers on tho border last 
uumtner. Sergeant Dorley said that dur­ 
ing tho Mexican trouble last 
Bummer 
ho was sergeant of a compajiy in the 
regular United States cavalry, and wont 
•with. .General Pershing into Mexico. 


"Wo w e n t of tor Villa and didn't get 
him—through n o fault o f o u r B , " said 
Sorgennt Dorley. "But I want to mako 
it 
strong 
that 
wherever 
we went, 
through deserts and over mountains, 
through ruin a n d sunshine, in cumji und 
on the march, the Y. M. C. A. WIIH with 
us, iiml supplied us with t h e thingM w e 
needed that could not be obtained 
from 
military sources. 
You c a n ' t 
i m a g i n e 
what u relief it is to the soldier camped 
in the desert to sue the Y. M. C. A. tent 


go up, and know that he will have a 
clean place to write his letters, with 
stationery and ink and pens provided, 
nnd where many of the little things 
thnt a soldier needs will be obtainable. 
The best fellows I ever met in my life 
are the Y. M. C. A. secretaries that 
followed us into Mexico. They marched 
when we marched, nnd took pot-luck 
with us in the field, and that were al­ 
ways cheerful and ready to help inany 
way in their power." 


Sergeant Dorley went on to tell of 
the building of the Y. M. C. A. brigado 
buildings at the cantonments at various 
places on the border, and of the lectures 
and motion-picture shows given free to 
the troops. He spoke very strongly in 
favor of the educational work the Y. 
M. C. A. is carrying on as regards the 
diseases of men, contracted because of a 
loose civil system that allows prostitu­ 
tion t<5 flourish outside of military 
camps. 
The Y. M. C. A. is teaching 
men by statistics and lectures and pic­ 
tures just what it means to the future 
families of soldiers for him to have bo- 
come sexually diseased while in the 
army. This is one of the strongest works 
of the Y. M. C. A., he said, and is 
thoroughly approved of by the military 
officials, who are themselves constantly 
guarding the men against the contract­ 
ing of such diseases. 


The remarks by Sergeant Dorley were 
very ably supplemented by (Sergeants 
Willis and Hchoen of the machine-gun 
company, who accompanied their top 
sergeant to the meeting. 


After these explanations, President 
Miller presented the financial proposi­ 
tion, and asked for subscriptions. Ho 
received pledges for over $500 in the | 
meeting, and this nucleus will be fol­ 
lowed up by a campaign throughout the 
valley. The valley has been apportion­ 
ed $1500 as its part of tho expense of 
keeping the Y. M. C. A. in tho field. 
Secretary 
Gumrnere an id that within 
ninety days there will be hundreds of 
thousands of young mon in tho Ameri­ 
can military camps. Tho Y. Mf C. A. 
will bo with them, and will go with 
thorn if they go to Europe. Tho state of 
California as a wholo must raise $125,- 
000 as its share of this expense, and it 
must bo paid by the first of July. A 
contribution of $100 can be paid part 
on July 1 and tho remainder in October. 
Tho appeal is being mado to those who 
are wealthy enough to give without feel­ 
ing it. Checks may bo made out to 
President H. A. Millor of the Covina 
chnmber of commerce, and information 
may be obtainod from him, or from C. 
A. Griffith of Azusa. Anyone who wants 
to help the boys in the field in this 
manner can have the situation 
fully 
explained to them by culling upon any­ 
one of these gentlemen. The work of 
the various state Y. M. C. A. secretaries 
cnniiot be arranged until the money is 
actually in sight.

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By J. R. Henderson. 


As these may be the last notes I shall 
have the plnasu.ro of writing for Argus 
readers, I should like to say that

have been much gratified to hear from 
two or three nion that they aro on the 
point of turning considerable quanti­ 
ties of 
poultry 
into thoir 
orchards. 
Thoso men have realized tho great ben­ 
efits which most surely result from the 
very sensible practice of running a lot 
of fowls amongst the trees. They have 
come to see that, not only do the fowls 
do no harm,.whatever, but that they 
must do good in every way. The idea 
of 00 pounds of tho finest kind of fer­ 
tilizer 
being 
distributed 
over 
the 
ground every year by each hen, seems 
good to the wide-awake 
men I 
am 
thinking about; tho nover-ceasing cul­ 
tivation of the ground also seems good 
to them; the direct income from eggs 
and poultry meat at a comparatively 
trifling outlay for food, also seems good 
to them. 
They have heard of the same 
thing being done in Kings county, with 
big results, and they are wondering why 
on earth they never had the sense to 
try it out for themselves. 
Well, they're 
going to it, and the sooner others fol­ 
low their example the better.

margin on oranges is so large that they 
can afford 
to turn up their noses at 
useful-looking sidelines; most of them 
would be so thankful to see their prop­

Some folks 
might even find that hens would bring 
them in more money than oranges.

Polishing Coral. 


Although Venice is a center for tour­ 
ist trade in coral and shell cameos, 
coral Itself Is neither gathered 
nor 
worked there. The manufacture is con­ 
fined to Torre del Greco. 
Polishing 
coral in quantities* Is an interesting 
feature of the work. 
It in placed in a 
small bag of strong, raw linen together 
with crushed pumice stone, and the bag 
is shaken in a special tube with a hole 
for drainage under a small column of 
water. 
When the coral Is well punil- 
cated it is washed and passed into a 
clean hag. 
Instead of the pumice the 
so called 'pullmento" (red or white) is 
used, and the former operation is re­ 
peated, first without water, then with 
a little and finally with much water, 
when the coral has become brilliant. 
What the "pullmento" is the inhabit­ 
ants of Terro del Greco, while so proud 
and Jealous of their industry, have 
never taken the trouble t o find out, as, 
indeed, what tho- "aqua osslgenata" 
(hydrogen peroxide) is, which is used 
to change the color of the coral, black 
when extracted from the sea, to red. 
As for the "pullmento," it is not differ­ 
ent from that which the Jewelers use 
to polish precious stones.—Exchange. 


Guarding the Bank of England. 


The Bank of England is quite the 
best guarded institution in the world. 
No burglar or bank thief has ever suc­ 
ceeded in making It part with a penny. 
The great outer doors are so finely bal­ 
anced that a clerk can, by pressing a 
knob under his desk, Instantly shut 
them in the face of any one making a 
dash for the street. 
They cannot be 
opened except by special machinery. 


In recesses near the doors are hid­ 
den four guardians, who, without being 
seen 
themselves, 
watch 
all 
visitors 
through mirrors. 


Special and costly- precautions are 
taken to guard the bulllou department, 
where the gold is stored.

stated that the whole department is 
submerged every night in several feet 
of water by machinery. The same ma­

The Lion of St. Mark. 


The symbol of the Venetian republic, 
the famous lion of S t Mark, Is made 
of bronze. There is a tradition among 
the Venetian people that its eyes are 
diamonds. 
They are really white ag­ 
ates, faceted. 
Its mane Is most elab­ 
orately 
wrought, 
and its 
retracted, 
gaping mouth and Its fierce mustaches 
give it an oriental aspect 
The crea­ 
ture as it now stands belongs to many 
different epochs, varying from gome 
date previous to our era down to this 
century. 
It la conjectured that it may 
have originally formed a part of the 
decoration of some Assyrian palace. 
St. Mark's lion it certainly was not 
originally, for it was made to stand 
level upon the ground and had to be 
raised in front to allow the evangel to 
be slipped under its fore paws.
